Gay rights march planned for D.C.

SALT LAKE CITY An activist who worked 
alongside slain gay rights leader Harvey Milk 
announced plans Sunday for a march on 
Washington this fall to demand that Congress 
establish equality and marriage rights for the 
lesbian, gay and transgender community 
Cleve Jones said the march planned for Oct. 
II will coincide with National Coming Out 
Day and launch a new chapter in the gay rights 


movement. He made the announcement during 
a rally at the annual Utah Pride Festival. 

Jones stirred up a crowd of thousands just 
blocks from the Salt Lake City headquarters 
of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. The church was part of a coalition of 
conservative groups that worked last fall to pass 
California’s Proposition 8, which overturned a 
court ruling legalizing gay marriage. 

Gay marriage is legal in six states. A handful 


of others allow civil unions for same-sex cou- 
ples and about 40 either bar the recognition 
of same-sex marriage or have explicitly defined 
marriage— through legislation or constitutional 
amendments — as between a man and a woman. 

Jones was a protege of Milk, San Francisco’s 
first openly gay elected official, who was shot 
and killed by a fellow member of the Board 
of Supervisors in 1978. In the mid-’8os Jones 
founded the NAMES Project, the AIDS memo- 


rial quilt that recognizes the more than 80,000 
Americans who have died from HIV/AIDS. 

In an interview Friday Jones said a confluence 
of events— a new president, the success of the 
movie “Milk” and Proposition 8— makes this 
the right time to intensify the fight for equal- 
ity 

‘All of this working together has opened this 
new chapter,” Jones said. “I intend to make the 
most of it.”

Increasing number of urban Lance Armstrongs 
picking bikes over cars for their rides to work

From the mechanical meltdowns to the emo- 
tional meltdowns, commuting can be a night- 
mare. Not so for Kenya Butts. 

She’s not sitting in traffic, looking for park- 
ing or standing on a crowded train. Instead, 
Butts, 29, cruises on her bike for 14 miles from 
her South Shore home to her job as a teacher’s 
assistant in Humboldt Park. 

“It kind of gives me my alone time. 'You get 
to think and process everything going on in 
your life,” she said of the ride she pedals at least 
three days a week (two hours round trip). Even 
though the commute takes more time com- 
pared with driving. Butts says, bicycling saves 
her money— and works up a good sweat. 

Increasingly workers such as Butts are hopping 
on their bikes to get to the office. U.S. Census 
data shows consistent growth among workers 16 
years and older commuting by bike in Chicago. 
In 2007, an estimated 13,736 people rode their 
bikes to work, up from 6,456 in 2000. 

'\)(YthBike to'Wbrk'Week comingupjune 13-19, 
it’s notable that bike traffic at certain intersections 
in the city has increased significantly, said Brian 
Steele, spokesman for the Chicago Department 
of Transportation. Last year the city tested new 
bike-counting equipment at three intersections 
during the morning rush hour and compared the 
totals to hand counts taken in 2003. 

The results: a 378 percent increase in bike 
traffic on Milwaukee Avenue at Halsted Street 
and Grand Avenue (803 bikes in 2008 vs. 168 
bikes in 2003); a 156 percent increase on Lincoln 
Avenue just south of Fullerton Avenue (294 vs. 
115); and a 127 percent increase on 'Wells Street 
at Chicago Avenue (518 vs. 228). 


This summer, the city will tally bikes at mul- 
tiple locations to gauge traffic and help guide 
future planning for the city’s bike initiatives, 
Steele said. 

Margo O’Hara said she hopes Bike to 
'Work 'Week— including the Bike Commuter 
Challenge, which awards prizes and bragging 
rights to companies with the highest percentage 
of employees who bike to work— will encour- 
age more Chicagoans to try two wheels instead 
of four. This year, nearly 500 companies are 
expected to compete, compared with 350 com- 
panies last year and 200 in 2007, said O’Hara, 
spokeswoman for Active Transportation 
Alliance, a transportation advocacy organiza- 
tion in Chicago (formerly the Chicagoland 
Bicycle Federation). 

“It’s fun. People are looking to save money 
Gas prices are expected to go up again this sum- 
mer. Time is short and people don’t have time 
to work out,” she said. “There’s no reason to not 
bike.” 

But seeing bicyclists get hit by cars was rea- 
son enough for Bill Rudyka, 40, a property man- 
ager who lives in Lincoln Square. “It feels very 
unsafe,” he said. “'You want to bike because you 
think you can beat the traffic or at least you’re 
kind of getting a workout. But after doing it a 
couple times, it doesn’t feel worth it.” 

Avid bicyclists say the benefits of a two- 
wheeled commute outweigh the risks. Scared to 
do it? There are strategies to survive. Think it’s 
too far? Do a bike and bus or train ride combo. 
'Worried about being smelly? Hop into the 
shower. Here, RedEye breaks down the bike 
commute: how to gear up, how to clean up and 
how to get paid for riding to work.

staying safe 

“My biggest fear is getting doored,” said 
Eric Dori, 29, an architect who lives in 
North Center and works in Bucktown. 
He wears biker gloves with padding on 
his palms in case he has to break a fall. 
A reflective velcro strap wraps around 
his ankle, or he rolls both pant legs up 
to keep them from getting caught in the 
chain. 

Other safety tips: install a front head- 
light and a rear reflector, which are 
required by law; wear a helmet, which is 
encouraged but not required bylaw; map a 
route and test it out before trying it during 
the commute. (At chicagobikes.org, riders 
can view a map of bike lanes and recom- 
mended routes.) 

A trial run can help determine how long 
it’ll take to get to work, how much gear can 
be carried and where to park, said Dave 
Glowacz, Chicago-based author of “Urban 
Bikers’ Tricks & Tips.” 


Protecting property 

Bikers have to pay more attention to 
^ parking now that meters are disappearing. 

Riders typically use U-locks; now they’ll 


need to carry long, steel cables or chains 
with sturdy locks to secure their bikes 
around light poles, said Harold Kelly, 
repair shop manager at Cycle Smithy in 
Lincoln Park. Sign poles are an easy tar- 
get from which to steal bikes because 
sometimes the poles are not bolted to the 
ground, he said. 

“Uglifying” a bike can deter thieves. 
Glowacz recommends wrapping the bike 
frame with electrical or duct tape and leav- 
ing it dirty 

Gearing up 

“The No. I thing that catches you and stops 
you cold is getting a flat tire,” Kelly said. 
Keep a patch kit (spare tube, air source and 
tire wrenches) in a pouch under the seat. A 
comfy seat is a must, he said, and vinyl-cov- 
ered seats can handle weather better than 
other types. 

Make sure you’re committed to biking 
before investing in rain gear, Glowacz said. 
Some beginning commuters abide by the 
30 percent rule: They decide not to bike if 
the chance of rain is 30 percent or greater, 
he said. 

For transport, wearing heavy back- 
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Cash for 
pedaling? 

The Bicycle Commuter Act, which went into effect Jan. i, 
allows employers to reimburse employees up to $20 a month 
for biking to work. 

Employers arc not required to provide the benefit, but 
those that participate offer it to employees who bike to 
work at least three days in a five-day workweek, said Meghan 
Cahill, communications director for the League of American 
Bicyclists. (Employees can’t accept other transportation 
benefits in the same month they are taking the bike com- 
muting benefit.) 

The benefit can be used toward the cost of a new bike, 
tuneup, replacement parts and maintenance, she said. 
Eligible employees can receive the benefit in their pay- 
checks, as a cash reimbursement or as vouchers obtained 
through a transportation benefits provider and redeemed 
at designated bike shops, Cahill said.

packs can make riders sweaty. Some bikes are 
equipped with waterproof panniers— basically 
saddlebags for clothes and laptops — but those 
can be expensive. If you do place a bag or back- 
pack on a rear bike rack, make sure it’s fastened 
to the rack, 

Dori, the architect, also prefers an aluminum 
bike over a steel one because it’s lighter and eas- 
ier to carry around. 



Keeping clean 

Work up a sweat on your ride to work.^ Jump in 
the shower. 

While some offices have locker rooms for 
their employees, cyclists also can shower at the 
McDonald’s Cycle Center at Millennium Park 
for $3 a day. In addition, seven parks along the 
lakcfront offer showering facilities for free, the 
closest one to downtown being I.ake Shore 
Park, 808 N. Lake Shore Drive. 

An alternative: Talcum powder can help keep 
the skin dr\; said Glowacz, the author. Butts, 
the South Shore commuter, said she brings 
travel-sized toiletries, including baby wipes, 
with her. 

Avoid “helmet head” by w^earing a bandanrui 
underneath the helmet, Glowacz said. 

Bike fenders and splash guards keep water 
and dirt from splashing onto clothes during the 
ride, Kelly said. Carrying a change of clothes 
rolled to stay wrinkle- free and keeping a spare 
set of items at the office help. When Butts 
worked downtown at her old job, she kept a 
pair of “just-in-case” black pants at the office 
iuid stashed pairs of shoes at her desk. 

With two years of bike commuting under her 
belt, Butts is still going strong: “It feels good 
being out on my bike.”

Door to door 


Train 

Commute time: 1 hour. 7 
minutes on the Blue Line 
(including the walk to the 
Montrose stop and from the 
Clark/Lake stop). 

Cost: $2.25 one-way 
Perk: I was able to take a 
power nap on the train. 
Downside: I got frustrated 
waiting to board the 
train and dealing with 
unexpected delays. 


Bike 

Commute time: 59 minutes 
Cost: None. 

Perk: I worked up a sweat- 
guess that was my exercise 
for the day. 

Downside: I almost got 
hit by a car pulling out of a 
parking spot. I was in a bike 
lane on Elston Avenue and 
the car on the other side of 
me was a hearse. 


Car 

Commute time: 23 minutes 
on Kennedy expressway and 
side streets 

Cost: 99 cents for 10 miles 
(not including parking) 

Perk: I felt more in control 
in my car and I listened to 
music to start my day 
Downside: I have no 
patience for traffic if I’m in a 
hurry I’m equally impatient 
when slow drivers are in the 
fast lane. 



Bike commuter 
stations 

During Bike to Work Week, bikers can 
pick up free coffee and a tuneup on their 
way to work from 6 a.m. to 9 a.m. at bike 
commuter stations set up around the city. 
In addition, onjune 19, Mayor Daley’s Bike 
to Work Rally will be held at 7:30 a.m. at 
Daley Plaza, giving bike commuters a free 
continental breakfast and T-shirt. 

Note: Remember, bikes can be put on 
bus racks any time. But bikes cannot go 
on trains from 7 a.m. to 9 a.m. and from 4 
p.m. to 6 p.m. on weekdays.

SPRINGFIELD Lawmakers left town with more 
work to do on the state budget, but they did 
manage to pass more than 800 bills on every- 
thing from keeping a closer eye on sex offenders 
to letting truckers drive faster on interstates. 

Now Gov Quinn gets to decide which ones 
to veto and which ones to sign into law, includ- 
ing a measure making it easier for military 
families stationed abroad to vote absentee and 
another protecting people from buying houses 
that were once used as meth labs. 

This spring, lawmakers approved more bills 
than they have in at least a decade after the 
House and Senate broke a “logjam” affecting 
loads of legislation that had been stuck the last 
few years, said House Majority leader Barbara 
Flynn Currie (D-Chicago). While bills were 
flowing more freely, perennial legislation to 
abolish the death penalty, allow civil unions 
for gay and lesbian couples and give people the 
right to carry concealed weapons fell short of 
the governor’s desk. Another proposal to per- 
mit marijuana to be used as a pain reliever for 
the seriously ill won Senate approval. Currie said 
that legislation, plus the civil unions bill, could 
come up this fall when lawmakers return. 

Three measures awaiting Quinn’s decision: 

» One bill requires sex offenders who used 
force to attack a victim under 18 to wear GPS 
tracking devices while on parole or super- 
vised release. The original version would have 
required offenders to wear the tracking devices 
for the rest of their lives. 

» One measure sets guidelines requiring 
landlords to notify renters if they’re going to 
be kicked out because their building is going 
into foreclosure. 

» Truckers would be able to drive up to 
65 mph on interstate highways outside the 
Chicago area if Quinn signs a new version of 
a bill former Gov Rod Blagojevich previously 
vetoed.

1 dead in attacks

Four other 
people were shot before him early 
Saturday in unrelated attacks. 


Honey they 
shrunk the city 

Chicago has been miniaturized. 
Beginning this week, a 25-by-35- 
foot model of the city will be open 
for viewing, free of charge, at the 
Chicago Architecture Foundation 
(224 S. Michigan Ave.). The display 
portrays more than four square 
miles of the city, from the lakefront 
on the east to Halsted Street on the 
west and Oak Street on the north to 
16th Street to the south. 


2 charged in shooting 

Two males have been charged 
in the shooting of two teenagers 
Saturday on the Northwest Side, 
police said. Alexander Orozco, 17, 
of the 2600 block of West Augusta 
Boulevard and Marco Miranda, 24, 
of the 5000 block of West Montana 
Street were each charged with two 
counts of aggravated battery with 
a firearm.

Tiger wins 67th career tournament with clutch finish

DUBLIN, Ohio Two holes, two towering shots, 
two clutch birdies. 

Just like that. Tiger Woods broke out of a 
four-way tie and won the Memorial on Sunday 
with a y-under 65 to cap off a high-charged 
comeback. And just as suddenly, he silenced 
the skeptics who wondered if he was ready to 
defend his title in the U.S. Open in two weeks 
at Bethpage Black. 

“I knew I could do this,” Woods said after 
birdies on the final two holes gave him a one- 
shot victory, the 67th of his career. “I was close 
to winning, but the game wasn’t quite there 
when I really needed it on Sunday I rectified 
that.” 

First came a 9 -iron at No. 17 that Woods 
launched as high as he could, allowing the ball 
to land softly on the top shelf of a rock-hard 


green for a 9 -foot birdie putt. More brilliance 
followed on the i8th, when Woods hit a 7-iron 
from 183 yards that stopped a foot from the 
hole, wrapping up his fourth title at Muirfield 
Village. 

He hit the ball where he was aiming and 
found every fairway in the final round, the first 
time he had done that on the PGATour in more 
than five years. 

“It was nice to play this well going into the 
U.S. Open,” Woods said. “This is how you have 
to hit it in order to win U.S. Opens.” 

He managed to work in some Muirfield 
Village magic along the way, surging into con- 
tention by chipping in for eagle from a nasty lie 
in thick rough behind the nth green. 

“I don’t even know how to describe it,” said 
Michael Letzig, who played with Woods. “It 
was the best golf I’d ever seen.”
